Poverty Drives 
Father To Kill 
Entire Family

Mrs. Taylor’s throat was cut with 
a razor, and Taylor committed sui- 
cide with the same weapon.

The appearance of the room and 
the condition of the bodies indicated 
that all except the boy, Owen, were 
killed as they slept. Owen apparently 
had struggled with his father, as his 
body was fownd on the floor against 
one of the beds. The other mem- 
bers of the family lay in bed where 
they had been siain. 

Every shade was drawn and every 
door was locked and bolted. indicat- 
ing to Coroner Gordon Holden and 
the police investigators that Taylor 
had deliberately plamaed extermination 
of his family.

‘Across Open Sea 
6 of 8 Men Live 


Sevoonga, St. Lawrence Island, 
Alaska, February 18.—(By Radio at 
Nome to the Associated Press.) — 
Swept in an open ‘skin canoe for 300 
miles across the Bering Sea from Si- 
beria to this island under the lash of 
an aretic storm, six survivors of a 
party of eight walrus hunters today 
were recounting a story of hardship, 
peril, suffering and tragic disaster. 

Their arms and legs frozen, their 
eyes distended and swollen, and their 
scanty clothing in tatters, the six men 


jj} finally reached the Eskimo village of 


}Gambell, on the northern part of the 
| island, from where the story of their 
ill-fated battle with the element has 
reached Sevoonga by radio. 


Driven by approaching starvation 
to seek food, the eight men left a vil- 
lage on Little Max bar, Siberia, on 
February 2, to hint walrus. Ventur- 
ing farther out on the icy sea after 
they had failed to find walrus near 
shore, the party in the frail kayak 
was caught by, the full fury of an 
arctic gale. 

After being lashed about on the wa- 
ters for several days, the hunters 
pulled their Ganoe onto a floating ice 
pack. There, suffering, cold and with- 
out food and fire, the little band spent 
the fourth night while the storm raged 
unabated about them. 


The next day, the drifting ice floe 
carried them to shore on St. Lawrence 
Island, although they did not know 
their location. Camping on the north- 
ern shore of the wind-swept island, 
the hunters dig their beds for the 
night in the snow. The next morning, 
two of the party went foraging for 
food and failed to return. They have 
not since been seen. 

Five of the starving group finally 
straggled into Gambell, where the 
United States bureau of education 
maintains a school for the Eskimos. 
After a search, headed by Samuel P. 
Troutman, government teacher at 
Gambell, the sixth member of the 
party was found, nearly dead.

She discoursed ‘with guests in per- 
fect French and told of her harrow- 
ing escape from the bolsheviki and 
her flight to the United States. The 
“countess” expressed compassion for 
members of the Russian nobility who 
have been forced by reduced circum- 
stances since the revolution to take 
jobs in restaurants and night clubs. 

Irene talked learnedly with an el- 


derly French guest about the French 


revolution and its relation to the rise 
of the bolsheviki in Russia. Later the 
guest told John F: McDonald, man- 
ager of the hotel, that the “countess” 
was despondent because America lack- 
ed the “life” to which she was ac- 
customed in Europe. Fearing that his 
distinguished guest was contemplating 
snicide, the manager instructed two de- 
tectives to talk to the “countess,” but 
she convinced them her melancholy 
— not cause her to take her own 
ife. 

During her brief stay at the hotel 
“Countess Irene” distributed tips free- 
ly, and soon her money ran out. She 
informed McDonald she expected a re- 
mittance and that her retinue of 
servants would arrive soon. 

Confronted with a hotel bill, the 
“countess” finally wrote her mother in 
Kearney and told of her plight. Her 
parents, who had been searching for 
Irene since her disappearance on Feb- 
ruary 9, went to the police, who ac- 
companied them to the hotel. ‘There 
they found Irene and took her home.

PASTOR REVEALS DETAILS 


Confessed by 


OF JOSEPH SMITH’ KILLING 


Dying Man 


Shelby, N. C., February 18.—(/)— 
Alleged details of the mysterious death 
of Joseph Smith, fopnder of the Mor- 
mon church, were revealed today by 
Dr. H. K. Boyer, Methodist pastor of 
Shelby. 

The minister said that 29 years ago 
he was called to the bedside of Cor- 
poral Belton at Mt. Airy, N. C., and 
that Belton, who was dying, confessed 
to him that he and three other men 
killed Joseph Smith in Carthage, IIL, 
in 1844. 

Boyer, in telling of the con- 
fession, said he was prompted to do 
so by a letter he received yesterday 
from J. A. Cook, of Tioga, IL, who 
said he had been told Dr. Boyer could 
supply details of the slaying which 
never had been cleared up. 

“I knew Belton slightly.” Dr. Boyer 
stated. “He was a member of my 
church at Mt. Airy, but I took no 
particular interest in him until he be- 
came ill: One day after he had been 
ill for some time and was convinced 


he was going to die he told me there 


was something he wanted to confess 
before his death. 

“He then told me that he and three 
other man killed Smith. He said that 
10 or°12 men met in Carthage the 
night before the killing and pledged 
that they would neither eat nor 
sleep until Smith was dead. He de- 
clared that Smith at the time was in 
the Carthage jail and that he and his 
three companions broke into the jail, 
planning to slay Smith in the cell. 

“Belton said that somehow Smith 
escaped by jumping through a window 
and fell to the ground from the sec- 
ond floor and was stunned by the fall. 
Belton told me that he and his com- 
panions ran to where Smith lay on the 
ground and that one of the number 
shot him through the head and killed 
him. 

“After that Belton told me he left 
Illinots’ and came to Mt. Airy, where 
he joined the church.” 

Dr. Boyer said Belton died a short 
while after the confession and that 
he preached the funeral.

Works of the late Frank L. Stan- 
ton, poet laureate of Georgia, have 
been inserted as a permanent phase 
of requirements in each grade, from

day by Miss Mary Postell, assistant 
superintendent.

“The elementary schools make it a 
point of teaching the children to ap- 
preciate the worthwhile people of 
Georgia. We want them to know 
Georgians who have made contribu- 
tions of literature, art and science. 
Just at this time, we are initiating 
the so-called Stanton project, which 
will become incorporated in the schools 
of the city, and each year in each 
grade the students will be required 
to study a certain number of Mr. 
Stanton’s poenis, which have been se- 
lected by a group of Atlanta public 
school teachers. Mr. Stanton’s poems 
will be taught from the aoe a2 
good literature, and will include seme- 
thing of wit and humor.

Many financial terms have a strange 
sound to unaccustomed ears, and often 
are confusing. Many men and women 
find it difficult to define correctly 
“accruec interest,” although this term 
is very common on the financial pages. 
Interest on bonds is paid at fixed 
intervals, usually semi-annually, To 
n.ake the meaning of “accrued inter- 
est’ evident, suppose an_ investor 
bought a $1,000, 6 per cent bond on 
March 10 at 100 and accrued interest. 
let us say the semi-annual interest 
on this bond is payable on January 
1 and July 1. Now the last interest 
payment was on January 1, but be- 
tween this last interest-paying date 
and the date of purchase, March 10, 
n period of two months and 10 days 
has elapsed and interest has been ae- 
cruing, or accumulating, which will not 
be paid until next interest-paying date, 
July 1. 

When this bond is sold on March 
10, the purchaser is required to pay 
not only the quoted price of the bond 
but also the amount of interest which 
has accumulated between January 1 
and March 10. The bond, therefore, 
woull cost the purchaser $1,000 in

“It aprears that there is no end to 
court procedure, and that the man- 
dates coming down from the courts 
finding a man guilty mean nothing. 

“Our jails are full of people who 
have taken human life wantonly and 
wilfully; and when the law is attempt- 
ed to be enforced by a decree of the 
courts, then the courts stop it by a 
writ of some kind. 

“We now have in our jails men who 
have been convicted of wilful murder 
and sentenced to death four years 
ago, and each time when the law is 
attempted to be enforced by the ex- 
ecutive, some writ comes along and; 
stops it. We have men in our jails 
who have committed rape and were 
sentenced to death three years ago, 
and their execution since has been 
stopped by writs. 

“Men convicted of cold-blooded mur- 
der and of rape are crowding our 
jails, and yet we talk about law en- 
forcement. When the executive tries 
to enforce the laws in obedience to 
the orders of the court, a writ of some 
kind is issued to stop him. ’
